The bill, au thorizing fu nds 
for ships, planes, gu ns, mis­ 
siles and m ilitary research 
and development, was orig­ 
inally trimm ed to $22 billion 
by the Senate Armed Ser­ 
vices Committee. This was 
fu rther cu t 3%—$660 million 
—by a 45 to 13 vote after 
senators rejected a variety 
of other economy proposals.

R-Del., the cu tback sponsor, 
said the 3% figu re was the 
same ratio the Senate u sed 
when it recently approved a 
$6 billion cu t in overall fed­ 
eral spending to go along 
with a 10% income tax in­ 
crease.

NeedHelp’ 


More Spent 
On ^Animals^ 


Grand Island (UPI) — A 
spok esman for the National 
Assn. for Retarded Children 
(NARC) Satu rday said an 
e x t e n s i v e campaign is 
needed to improve the con­ 
ditions of the mentally re­ 
tarded. 
NARC assistant execu tive 
director Owen Wemhoff, in 
a lu ncheon address for the 
state convention of the Ne­ 
brask a State Assn. for Re­ 
tarded 
ChUdren 
(NSARC) 
said conditions in institu tions 
across the cou ntry are de­ 
plorable. 
“ Most of them are 
not 
even fit for anim als,” he 
said. 
In five of the largest zoos 
in the U.S., more money is 
spent for care and feeding 
of 
“ hu man 
size” animals 
than is spent for the care of 
the retarded in state institu ­ 
tions, he said. 
$6.71-$7.15 
According to a su rvey of 
the U.S. 
Dept, 
of Health, 
Edu cation 
a n d 
Welfare 
(HEW), Wemhoff said, pu b­ 
lic institu tions spend an av­ 
erage of $6.71 daily for pa­ 
tient care while the five zoos 
average $7.15 per day for 
the animals. 
Wemhoff said new em pha­ 
sis mu st be placed on pro­ 
viding services for the poor. 
The President’s Committee 
on Mental Retardation, he 
said, indicates that close to 
30% of the children living in 
deprived areas are fu nction­ 
ally m entally retarded. 
"Despite this condition and 
the fact that close to 80% of 
m ental retardation is attrib­ 
u ted to sociological and cu l­ 
tu ral 
factors, 
we ha v e 
failed miserably to provide 
services for t hi s grou p,” 
he said. 
Cottage-Type 
Also needed, he said, is a 
change in the type of hou s- 
ing for the retarded. In most 
ca.ses, they live in large, ou t­ 
dated bu ildings that are nei­ 
ther fu nctional nor helpfu l in 
aiding treatm ent. 
“Yet,” he said, “ we con­ 
tinu e to b u i l d large ware- 
hou .scs instead of cottage- 
type facilities wliich

ton funds for the construction of hospitals and 
related facilities m Nebrask a. 
I’angborn i.s one of those intensely dedi­ 
cated and highly conH>etent public officials 
who place the public interest abov e the spe­ 
cial interest of any pressure group-ev en if it 
offends some indiv iduals intent on hav ing 
their own way. In this regard, his position

Health Board, howev er, cannot help but per­ 
petuate suspicions on this and other issues. 
There has been no explanation, for instance, 
of why the closed meeting in Omaha, pur­ 
portedly arranged for a discussion of the Hill- 
Burton program, did not include Pangborn, 
whose job is to administer the Hill-Burton 
program.

Operation of the Hill-Burton pro­ 
gram in Nebrask a has been expeclal- 
ly popular and successful in the past

This was accomplished largely by 
utilizing the State .Adv isory Council 
on Hospitals and Medical Facilities 
to mak e detailed inv estigations and 
recommendations on alternate pro­ 
posals, as contemplated by law.

Some members of the current Health 
Board took exception to some recommenda­ 
tions of its adv isory council, howev er, and 
managed to hav e the Health Board tak e 
ov er this function. The resulting difficulties in 
allocating funds then became so sev ere that 
the total image of the Health Board was im­ 
paired. So. with the adv ent of some new 
members on the Board, the procedure was 
changed six months ago and the adv isory 
council was restored to its proper function. 
Now, from all appearances, the Health 
Board, or at least some of its members, is 
ready to rev erse its field again and to pre­ 
empt the selection process. This would sure­ 
ly place the entire Hill-Burton program in 
hot water once more. 
While the field of federal aid for medical 
facilities is highly confusing to the public at 
best, a much clearer understanding could be 
assured by considering the program openly 
at open meetings.

this direction was offered by Lincoln dentist 
B. J. Moran, a Health Board member, who 
spurned the Thursday meeting and announced 
he “was not going to any more secret meet­ 
ings.”

gross national product and this is growing. 
Still, both countries are near the bottom of 
this list. Among other percentages are France,

Kingdom, 31.3%; Belgium, 31.1% and Italy 
29.1%. 
Two countries do show a lower rate —

Taxes also are lev ied in Europe on v al­ 
ues added to products in the manufacturing 
process; 
they are collected from excises on 
commodities, from customs duties and regis­ 
trations. 
Cuniff ask s the reader to consider this: 
“ In the popular think ing, lower tax lev els 
indicate a society that fav ors indiv idual ini­ 
tiativ e, decisions, freedom, free enterprise 
and economic prosperity. Higher taxes ex­ 
press a society in which the state is more 
dominant, a state often associated with eco­ 
nomic sluggishness and bureaucratic bung­ 
ling. 
“Somewhere in this generalization about 
taxes and prosperity there seems to be a 
contradiction. If low taxation leads to eco­ 
nomic growth, why hav e taxes risen sharply 
during a period of great economic expan­ 
sion? 
“There is no simple answer. Instead, 
there’s a big bone there for analysts to gnaw 
on for many years before digesting.”

The test for the indiv idual is to compare 
bis personal affuence after taxes with that 
of prev ious years when he paid much less 
in taxes.

Co nsultants reco mmended 
the 22%-18% fo rmula, saying 
it was pro bably “ po litically” 
undesirable fo r the 28%-ll% 
split.
